No grounds exist for any 





public fears of endangering 
human health from the out- 
break of foot-and-mouth dis- 


ease among livestock in Cali- 


fornia. This is the comment 
of officials of the United 
States Department of Agri- 


culture who have had many 
years of experience in study- 
ing the disease abroad where 
it is almost constantly pre- 
valent, as well as in the United 
States on the few oceasions | 
that the disease has appeared. | 
“Thorough protection  re- 
sults from the rigid quarantine 
measures which are in effect,’’ 
stated Dr. John R. Mohler, 
chief of the Bureau of Animal | 
Industry, United States De-| 
partment of Agriculture. ‘‘It 
is impossible for any infected 
meat or milk to reach the 
public market. The method of 
combating the disease involves 
the slaughter and deep burial 
not only of all infected ani- 
mals but also herds in which 
infected animals are found. 
“During the last outbreak 
of foot-and-mouth disease, 
which occurred in the United 


States in 1914, lasted about} 


two years and was also much 
more widespread than the pre- 
sent one, there was no authen- 
tie instances in which any per- 









son contracted the disease. 
Humans are only slightly sus- 
leeptible to foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease, and even in foreign coun- 
tries where it exists most of 
the time the symptoms are 
mild and seldom require the 
attention of a physician.’’ 

The quarantine against dis- 
eased livestock extends to 16 
counties, only 8 of which con- 
tain any infection, and there 


are guards on the boundaries |W" 


of the entire quarantined zone, 
Even if these precautionary 
measures were not present, de- 
partment officials state, the 
danger to human health would 
be remote, since the common 
practice of pasteurization of 
milk is an ample safeguard of 
itself. Federal meat inspection 
is a further safeguard so far 
as the meat supply is concern- 
ed, since all animals slaughter- 
ed under the supervision of 
the meat inspection service re- 
ceive agstiorough ‘examination 
slaughter as well as 
afterwards. Thus there are no. 
grounds for concern as_ to 
human health. The menace of 
foot-and-mouth disease is al- 
most entirely an economic one.

Your pastor has 
been warned, as my _ good friend 
Brother Foulkes in. whose church I 
had the honor to speak two ‘weeks 
ago, was warned by respectable tools 
of the liquor interests that the new 
Judge ought not to speak in his 
church ‘because it was politics. If to 
suppress crime, enforce the law, and 
drive the bootleggers out of San Ber- 
nardino County is “politics,” then 
count me in! In that sense together 
with you and all God-fearing men 
and women I am in politics. I be- 
lieve I have a real opportunity for 
public service; I am _ personally in- 
dependent of my salary; and I propose 
to stand for the Right and Righteous- 
ness come what may! 

“Whatever my former private opin- 
ions in the matter may have been, 
on assuming the great responsibility 
of my office the whole concept and 
vision of life changed in having duties 
to perform, example to set and laws 
to enforce.

“The President in a recent address 
on Law Enforcement laid stress on 
the necessity of observing the law 
and gettting people to observe it; and 
said the hope of the country was in 
the people having an awakened con- 
science. He said: 


‘In a state where you have lack 
of respect for the and lack of 
law ‘observance, you will find that 
the strong are imposing upon the 
weak -and that the strong are 
bringing liberty to destruction.’ 


“If this condition exisits in our 
United States it is time that the senti- 
ment of the people should be aroused 
and enlistened in the funtiamental 
principles of .our Constitution namely, 
the protection of the weak against 
the strong. , 

“If in this county of San Bernardino 
the strong are imposing upon the 
weak, and if the law is not being 
enforced, then it behooves us all to 
know it and to put forth all our 
endeavors to see that it is enforced. 

“One of the worst violations of the 
law is against the Volstead Act. It 
is with difficulty that one living, as 
I have, apart and away from the evils 
resulting therefrom, can realize its 
enormity. In fact it was not until 
coming into a more populated locality, 
and seeing for myself the crime ard 
corruption which following in the 
wake of the bootlegger, that I realized 
the necessity of severe enforcement 
of the law. It has made me cast out 
any doubt I may formerly have had 
and now I firmly stand for absolute 
and unequivocal enforcement of our 
liquor laws—State and Federal. 

“I voted for the Wright Act and 
as your representative I am = anxious 
to do my part to enforce it. I am 
employed by you to apply your laws 
and pass sentence on your lawbreakers. 

“No doubt you all have your opin- 
ions as to the effectiveness of the 
Volstead Act, whether it has accom- 
plished its purpose, or whether it is 
a mere stepping stone to something, 
better, but I feel sure you are all 
of one accord that the law must be 
enforced.

With more than 360 members 
signed up in the two-day member- 
ship campaign which closed Wed- 
nesday night, and with indica- 
tions this evening, following a 
careful check, that the total cash 
receipts will exceed $10,000, di- 
rectors of the Ontario Chamber 
of Commerce tonight expressed 
themselves as highly gratified. 

With the dues $15 a year, a 
total of $5,400 is already assured 
from memberships alone, and 
while the report of the service 
fund committee, headed by J. 8S. 
Armstrong, is not yet complete, 
indications were this evening that 
the service contributions would 
more than boost the total to 
$10,000. 

It is believed that the member- 
ship total will be boosted during 
the coming few weeks close to 
the 500 mark, and many large cor- 
porations, which are annual con- 
tributors to the service, fund are 
necessarily slow about making 
their contributions since they 
must be oked by the company 
heads.

THE FIR&ST ‘‘ROTARY"’ 
CEMENT KILN IN 
AMERICA 


To anyone familiar with the 
menufacture of Portland ce- 
ment nowadays, the mention 
of kilns brings to mind great 
steel tubes, lined with brick, 
and ranging from 140 to 240 
feet in length and from eight 
to twelve feet in diameter. In 
these great tubes, which are 
turned slowly by machinery, 
the raw materials of Portland 
cement are turned at a tem- 
perature of nearly 3,000 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. 

Very different was the first 
“‘yotary kiln’’ used in the ce- 
ment industry in America. 

In 1871 Thomas Millen and 
his two sons, manufacturers 
ef natural cement at South 
Bend, Ind., began experiments 
to determine if the mary) 
around the lakes at Notre 
Dame and the blue clay in 
the bed of the St. Joseph river 
could be uséd’ successfully in 
manufacturing Portland ce- 
ment like that imported from 
England. 

With two pails cof mar] to 
furnish the lime eontent for 
the cement, and a pail of clay 
to furnish the silica and alu- 
mina, Duane Millen, one of the 
sons, set out to. make the first 
“‘batech’’ of Portland cement. 

The raw materials were thor- 
oughly mixed and then burned 
in a miniature kiln, made of 
a bit of cement sewer pipe, 
probably the forgotten fore- 
runner of the first rotary ce- 
ment kiln in America. 


‘After the mixture had been 
burned, whatever had been 
fused into little hard marble- 
like ‘‘clinkers’’ was ground in 
a coffee mill, whieh probably 
was the first Portland cement 
clinker mill in the country. 

After six months.of experi- 
menting, the Miltens set out to 


on what was then a large 
scale. They leased an old saw- 
mill and built a vertical kiln, 
twelve feet high, and four feet 
wide, which they believed was 
large enough to meet the Port- 
Jand cement demands cf fhe 
entire country. 

But they found the demand 
far greater than they had ex- 
pected and so built kilns each 
year until they had four more, 
each twenty-four. by’ six feet.
